Mr. Felton of Goorgin followed in favor 


of tho bill. Sir. Mills of Texas opposed the 
bill. The constitution and the law had been 
sufficient to carry ou the country for one 
hundred years and they wore still suflicieut. 


Mr, Lainar, in tho course of his speech, 


said the northern democrats d'd not prom- 
ise the south aid fit tho outbreak of the re- 
bellion; that the fault of the rebellion was 
exclusively that of the southern people, nud 
that they had paid lor their .errors with 
their sorrow. He protested, however, that 
they thought they wero lighting for consti- 
tution, ri"ht and liberty. 
He favored the 


bill. 


Henry \Vattersou in his speech upon the 


bill claimed to speak as a layman nnd not n, 
lawyer. He was for tho bill. 
He believed 


that grave dangers threatened tho country 
if not civil war, aud hoped tho bill would 
avert them. Ho insisted a conspiracy ex- 
isted to make Hayes president. 


Mr. Garfield had not fully recovered his 


voice find spoke with some effort. 
The 


lloman Senate, ho said, never sat an hour 
when tho flag was not down upon the hill 
Jnniculum. That meant tbat enemies wero 
abroad. Yet the lioman Senator never trem- 
bled. In reply to thieals of civil war in 
the event of tho non-passage of the bill, 
made upon tho iloor today, ho said the 
American Congress wag not to be driven to 
this measure by threats. The basis of his 
argument was that the Electoral college un- 
der tho Constitution, and within defined 
limitations, is a Stato power independent of 
Congress, and tbat the bill destroyed tho 
College and mode Congress a great National 
Returning Boaid. He closed nt eleven 
o'clock, and was loudly applauded. 


Hen Hill reviewed tha excited condition of 


public feeling hero at tho beginning of the 
session. His apprehensions have been dis- 
pelled by the compromise bill, which he 
heartily supported, because ho thought it 
constitutional, wise—remarkably so—patri- 
otic, eminently so. ITo said the spirit of tho 
South is for "forbearance and kindness, 
fairness," that the voice of tho South is 
peace—pence. That civil war redresses no 
wrong, preserves no right. 
In the future 


ho hoped, after tho passage of the bill, that 
he alono should bo culled rebel and traitor, 
who spoko tho first words of hale. 


Mr. Hill predicted that tho decision of the
